tako in the Hawaiian group. Mr Morgan 
believes the European nations are acting 
in concert. 
Their aim is to erect a wall 
against American competition They want 
to shut this country out of the eastern 
market. 
He believes, furthermore, that after they 
have settled the fate of China among 
themselves, if Hawaii still remains out in 
the cold, they will agree to give that group 
of islands to one of themselves or perhaps 
to J apan, in order that it may be kept out 
of the clutches of 
t h e United States. 
If 
this should prove to be true, and such a 
move w e r e ever made, it mig ht prove a 
most serious matter for the United States, 
for it has long been our policy not to per 
mil any foreign nation to acquire soy- 
erelgnty over Hawaii 
Should the powers 
decree such sovereignty the United States 
might be forced to fight and against a 
most formidable allied enemy. 
The claim is made thut if the conti 
nental powers are actually trying to form 
an alliance against the United States, and 
that one product of t h i s alliance is a build 
ing of a new ( ’hiñese wall against Ameri 
ca to shut out trade with Asia, we need 
Hawaii more than ever 
If war should 
ever come on the Pacific—and who can 
say that it never will? —the possession of 
Hawaii, in the opinion of such naval ex 
ports as Uaptain 
Mahan and Admiral 
W alk e r , would be worth a dozen battle 
ships to this oountrv 
It would afford a 
place f o r coaling and outfitting 8 ,0 0 0 miles 
n e ar e r our shores than the enemy could 
eujoy. D istin ctiv e A m e ric a n Po licy . 
Senator Morgan’s argument, which is 
attracting a great deal ot attention hero, 
is that while we have nothing to do with 
the land hunger of the European nation- 
in Asia or Africa, we should have a dis 
tlnct American policy of our own 
In the 
race for trade and market we should seek 
to develop our own continent and its out­ 
lying islands 
This hemisphere is the 
proper sphere of our operations 
The sen 
a tor points out. in this connection, that 
conquest, or forcible acquisition of any sort 
never was and is not a part of our policy : 
We acquire only through natural means, 
and usually by the consent of the people | 
of th** territory to be taken in 
On this 
ground Senator Morgan claims we have a 
perfect right to acquire Hawaii, because 
we have settled that country, nourished it 
taken it under our wing, given it its foim 
of government, its public spirit and most 
of its capital and material development 
The opponents of annexation have not 
vet given up the light, though they admit 
the chances are against them, now that 
the Pacific ocean has been brought so 
prominently to the front asa theater of the 
play of nations in the present and future 
The enemies of annexation will Keep up a 
vigorous opposition, first in the senate, 
where the question is expected to come 
up very soon, and afterward in the house 
should the matter l>e carried to that body 
They rather expect to be beaten, but im ­ 
probability does not take away the ardor 
of their opposition or detract from the 
strength of the many arguments which 
they bring to bear

Abstract of Report of the Mone­ 


tary Commission^ 


NEW BANKING SYSTEM PROPOSED. 


To Substitute Hank 
Not« * For Treasury

The rep ort of the monetary com m is­ 
sion, containing the p lan of currency 
reform p rop osed by it, tog ether w ith 
full discussion of the subject and u mass 
of v aluable statistics and other inform a 
tion, ha« been sent out by the executiv e 
committee of the Indianap oliH oonv en 
tion. Following are the m ain p oint« of 
the arg um ent and the p lan in detail 


Th « Standard. 
The most serious ev il of our p resent 
situation is the threatened deg radation 
of our monetary standard. 
The concurring habits of indiv idual 
mankind fix the standard by which to 
measure the v alue of labor and p rop erty. 
Gov ernments cannot try to chang e 
this standard w ithout m aking rniaehie' 
The standard thus fixed is now g ol 
This is a faot of civ ilization. 
Gov ernment, if it serv es the p eop le 
well, accep ts this fact and records it in 
law. 
As an im m ediate means toward this 
end we recommend th at it shall be p ro 
v ided by law that all oblig ations of the 
United States, existing and future, shall 
bo p ayable in g old excep t when other­ 
wise exp ressly p rov ided. 
By the wise 
and courag eous action of its executiv e 
officers the g ov ernment has up held that 
standard by p aying its oblig ations in 
g old, hut until such p aym ent is required 
by law and the door thus closed to all 
question as to the m eaning of the word 
“ coin” in the oblig ationsof the g ov ern­ 
ment we shall not hav e an established 
g old standard in the full sense of those 
words. 
D e m an d Oblig ation* o f t h e G o v e r n m e n t . 
A t the p resent tim e the g ov ernment 
has no fund for the p aym ent of its de­ 
mand oblig ations excep t the g eneral 
balance in the treasury ap p licable alike 
to tlrn p aym ent of all dues. 
Our rev e­ 
nues are uncertain in am ount, and our 
exp enditures are larg o and g rowing and 
liable to v ary. 
It is therefore uncer­ 
tain w hether we shall lmv e at any p ar 
ticular tim e an adequate fund for the 
redemp tion of the demand oblig ations 
w ithout recourse to borrowing . Borrow 
ing is an ineffectual resource, because 
under the law as it stands the not« 
which hav e been p aid m ust lie returnee 
to circulation, and so may be used ov< 
and ov er to draw’ out the borrowed g old 
The issue of bonds, moreov er, rests w ith 
the executiv e dep artm ent, and w hether 
it w ill be resorted to or not w ill dep end 
up on the p ersonal v iews and discretion 
of the officials at the head of th at de 
p artinent. 
More serious still is the fact 
that it is in the p ower of the executiv e 
dep artment, as the law now stands to 
decide w hether the g ov ernm ent notes 
shall he p aid in g old or in silv er. 
An 
end should ho p ut. to this anomalous and 
hazardous situation by m aking sp ecific 
and adequate p rov ision for the p ayment 
of the dem and oblig ations and directing 
in the law th at such p aym ent shall he 
in g old a t the demand of the holder. 
A p ap er currency issued by the g ov 
em inent ami circulating year after year 
w ithout redem p tion educates the p eop le 
in false notions concerning money. 
It 
ap p ears to those who do not look at it 
critically to deriv e its v alue from the 
“ g ov ernment ■tamp .” 
It ceases to lie 
reg arded as a p romise to p ay money and 
seems to p ossess the v irtue of money in 
and of itself, and it is so easy to create 
it that when tim es g row hard the call 
for more is p erfectly natural. There can 
be no doubt th at the aberration of ju dg ­ 
ment on the money question by so many 
of our p eop le in recent years has been 
larg ely due to the m iseducating iuliu- 
ences of the g reenback currency. 
Such a currency also lacks the im ­ 
p ortant quality of autom atic adap tabil­ 
ity to the v arying demands of business. 
A p ap er currency created by leg islation 
is tixei ai v olume by the law of its crea­ 
tion and can neither contract nor exp and 
in resp onse to those v arying conditions 
w hich are bound to occur in the affairs 
of men. 
More im p ortant than this is the fart 
that such a currency p uts up on the g ov ­ 
ernm ent a burden in the m aintenance 
of the credit of all the financial in stitu ­ 
tions of the country. If the g ov ernment 
should fail to redeem its notes, ull bank 
notes, bank dep osits, insurance losses 
and debts and dues of ev ery kind not 
sp ecifically p ayable in g old would be 
p ayable in the dep reciated p ap er or in 
silv er. 
Ev ery p assing incident, there­ 
fore, which raises an 
ap p rehension, 
howev er slig ht, of a p ossibility, how ­ 
ev er remote, that the g ov ernm ent may 
bo unable or unw illing to m aintain g old 
p ayment of its oblig ations sends a nerv ­ 
ous trem or throug h the whole business 
system of the country. 
Sov ereig n g ov ­ 
ernm ent cannot be comp elled to p ay its 
debts. 
It p ays them only when it w ills 
so to do, and tb- » istenco of doubt in 
the p ublic mind us to the continuance 
>f the w ill of our g ov ernment to p ay its 
demand oblig ations in money satisfac­ 
tory to the nolders 
thereof is a serious 
ilrug on business enterp rise. 
1 he existence of a larg e outstanding 
debt p ayable on demand 
is also a soure* 
I of weakness to the g ov ernment in its 
international relations. Modern warfare 
is so exp ensiv e that it is almost as much 
a matter of money as men. 
A nation 
suddenly confronted by the alternativ * 
of war or dishonor would 
be g reatly 
handicap p ed by a larg e demand debt 
which it must p rov ide for at once. 
G reat additional force is g iv en to this 
consideration by the fact that it would 
be s c a rc e ly p ossible for this nation to 
eng ag e in war in its p resent s itu a tion - 
counting as p art of the situation the im- 
p erfeet dev elop ment of clear concep tions 
on the subject of money in the minds 


the p eop le— w ithout a susp ension of 
« p ecio p ayments and a resort to further 
issues of g ov ernment notes. There is no 
doubt that if our g ov ernm ent were re­ 
liev ed of its existing demand oblig ations 
and our currency system p ut in working 
order up on a g old basis it would be en­ 
tirely p ossible for us to g o throug h a 
war w ithout susp ension of sp ecie p ay ­ 
ment or any derang em ent of our mone­ 
tary system. 
If war should come, the 
v alue to tho country of the ability to 
thus av oid the indirect losses following 
from 
dep reciated 
currency, 
inflated 
p rices 
and 
financial 
dem oralization 
w?ould be so g reat that the burden of 


the am ount of notes that could be Issued 
under this p lan, then all other securi­ 
ties, ev en g ov ernment bonds, would tie- 
come v alueless. 
The banks are bound 
tog ether for the security of these notes 
to accomp lish the same p urp ose that the 
dep osit of bonds is intended to accom­ 
p lish—namely, to g uard ag ainst losu 
throug h tho m isfortune or had manag e 
rnent of sing le banks— and thus sav e 
the holder of a bank note the need of as­ 
certaining the standing of any bank 
The objection th at is sometimes made 
that the larg er banks in the g reat cities 
would not issue notes because of an 
ap p rehended liability for other banks, 
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p aying off now our dem and oblig ations is shown by statistics to be g roundless. 
would be as nothing in comp arison 
W e hav e a total v olume of p ap er and 
silv er in circulation am ounting to $9 08 ,- 
728 ,08 7, all resting for its v alue on the 
credit of the g ov ernment, less only the 
bullion v alue of tho silv er. T hat credit 
is m aintainable only as a whole. 
The 
p ap er of the United States could not ho 
dishonored and its silv er up held. 
It is 
necessary, therefore, th at the g ov ern­ 
ment should keep a larg e reserv e fund in 
g old. 
Such a fund in the hands of the 
g ov ernment is defenseless ag ainst a t­ 
tack. 
In countries where the g ov ern­ 
ment has no demand debt outstanding 
and the g old reserv e is held by banks 


The year of larg est bank failures was 
18 9 8 , but had all the hanks of the coun­ 
try then issued notes up to 8 0 p er cent 
of their cap ital the am ount of their as­ 
sessment to make g ood tho ascertained 
deficiencies of that year up to the time 
of the com p troller’s rep ort of 
18 9 0 
would hav e been only a sm all fraction 
of 1 p er cent. 
Had 8 0 p er cent of the 
cap ital of all national banks been issued 
in notes up on the p rop osed p lan since 
the beg inning of the national banking 
system in 18 68 the assessment up on the 
banks annually would hav e been an 
am ount so insig nificant that it need not 
betaken into account. Taking the coun- 
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the n ation ’s stock of g old is cap able of try banks as a whole, it is found that on 
some deg ree of p rotection throug h the | Oct. 6 last they had $401,000,000 of the 
rate of interest charg ed for loans. 
But 
our g ov ernm ent has no such resource. 
Its g reat g old reserv e is an op en m ine 
free to all w'ho bring its notes. 
And as 
the entire monetary system of the coun­ 
try hang s up on that one reserv e tno sit ­ 
uation is one of uncertainty and hazard 
ag ainst which no insurance is p ossible. 
As ag ainst these serious disadv antag es 
there is no adv antag e Which can p os­ 
sibly be claimed for p ap er money in the 
form of g ov ernment notes ov er any oth ­ 
er form of p ap er money equally g ood 
excep t the sav ing of interest on so much 
of the p ublic debt as is rep resented by 
the notes. 
But this sup p osed economy is 
more ap p arent than real. 
Indeed when 
we consider all the facts such notes are 
m extrem ely costly form of money, 
In order to create the g old reserv e re- 
juired for resump tion in 18 79 , bonds 
were sold to the am ount of $9 5,000,000. 
During 18 9 4-6 $262,315,400 more were 
sold to p rotect the same reserv e. 
The 
situat ion was then comp licated by a def­ 
icit in the rev enue, and it may be said 
that the necessity for the later sales 
arose p artly from that cause. 
Not to 
enter up on that question closely, it is 
clear th at w ith interest to p ay on $357,- 
000,000 of indebtedness incurred chiefly, 
if not wholly, in consequence of theexist- 
enoeof the g ov ernment notes and $100,- 
000,000 of reserv e lying idle in the 
treasury, the sav ing in interest by the 
United States notes is a small g ain com­ 
p ared w ith the unending burden of p ro­ 
v iding for their redemp tion. 
We hav e 
already redeemed them in g old nearly 
twice ov er—$548 ,68 1,016—since 18 79 , 
and they are all outstanding yet. 
W orse than this, howev er, is the in ­ 
jury which results from the elem ent of 
uncertainty w hich is insep arable from 
such a currency. 
Such injury is none 
the less real because it may be unp er­ 
ceiv ed. 
It may g o long unnoticed, like 
friction in m achinery or m alaria in the 
air, but it has its effect nev ertheless, 
and w hen it reaches an acute m anifes­ 
tation, such as we hav e exp erienced 
w ithin the last fiv e years, the loss ocea 
sioucd is beyond comp utation. 
The Nllv « r Currency. 
Wo hav e $8 54,355,031 of notes of $ 
and under and $60,19 6 ,78 8 of silv er dol­ 
lars in actual circulation, m aking a to 
tal of $414,551,8 19 of current money in 
use, exclusiv e of g old, in denom inations 
of $1, $2 and $5. Our total stock of sil­ 
v er dollars is $452,718 ,79 2. 
T his is an 
excessiv e quantity to hav e at the exist 
ing discrep ancy between th eir leg al and 
actual v alues. B ut w ith further coinag e 
of them discontinued and their p arity 
assured by the exchang e of g old for them 
on demand it is better to retain them as 
they are than to attem p t a final solution 
at this tim e of the p roblem w hich they 
p resent. By w ithdraw ing all silv er cer­ 
tificates ov er $5 and all other notes un­ 
der $10 u p lace w ill he made for nearly 
all the silv er dollars in a way which 
will g iv e the country the full benefit of 
them for current use w ithout imp osing 
up on the treasury any serious burden in 
their m aintenance. 


Hanking Sy» t« in. 
The chief difference of the p rop osed 
from the existing system of bank notes 
is th at it g radually does away w ith the 
requirem ent th a t there shall be a de­ 
p osit of bonds w ith tho g ov ernm ent as 
a condition for the issuance thereof. As 
now the notes are to be a first lien up on 
all the resources of the banks, includ­ 
ing the stockholders’ liabilities. 
This 
chang e is necessary because of the 
scarcity of U nited States bonds, and the 
attem p t to substitute other bonds would 
ead to m any ev ils. The chang e is wise 
because it p erm its the issuance of notes 
in the way ami at the tim e when and 
for the p urp ose for w hich they w ould be 
issued under natural conditions if no 
law p rev ented. 
Such a system would 
more jjerfoctly than any other g iv e tbe 
country a circulating medium. It would 
readily and quickly adjust itself from 
season to season to meet tho w ants of 
the business of the country requiring 
bank notes for its conv enient transaction. 
Under the p resent system the p roblem 
p resented to a bank w hin its customers 
call for currency is not the amount of 
its own assets, but its ability and desire 
to make an inv estment in something 
quite ap art from its usual business as a 
bank, in order that it may be in 
a p osi­ 
tion to p rov ide a man who wishes to 
mov e p rop erty or emp loy labor with the 
tools most conv enient, at the time for 
his p urp ose. 
Notes secured as herein 
p rov ided cannot fail to he safe because, 
being based up on all the resources of all 
the banks issuing them, they are based 
up on the whole business of the count ry, 
and th at business is the thing which 
g iv es life and v alue to all securities, 
g ov ernment, municip al, railw ay and in­ 
div idual oblig ations. Should all the re­ 
sources of the banks ev er so shrink in 
v alue as not to be amp le security for 


$631,000,000 of national bank cap ital. 
» Should they issue notes up to 8 0 p er 
cent of th at cap ital they would hav e 
$321,000,000 of notes, and there would 
be $1,9 5 6 ,000,000 of resources ag ainst 
these notes, not counting stockholders’ 
liability. 
if these resources of f ho country banks 
are insufficient security for this am ount 
of notes, they will bo insufficient only 
because there w ould then bo such a con­ 
dition of business p aralysis that g ov ern­ 
ment, m unicip al and railw ay bonds 
would be v alueless, and also few if any 
banks in the reserv e cities would re­ 
main solv ent. 
The occurrence of tins 
disaster is so im p robable th at its con­ 
sideration may bo dismissed. In some 
quarters fear is exp ressed th at there 
would be an undue exp ansion under this 
p lan. 
There is no dang er of this. The 
system of redem p tion *not only at the 
banks, but at the treasury in W ashing ­ 
ton and at the subtreasuries, would 
strong ly g uard ag ainst that. The exp an 
si on ov er that w hich could be effect* 
were no notes issued at all w ill be found 
up on inv estig ation to be sm all. 
Dan 
g erous exp ansion does not take the form 
‘of the issue of bank notes, but of tin 
extension of credits. 
Very fV / borrow 
era tako their loans in the form of ban! 
notes. 
The bank note is only one form 
in which he to whom credit is g iv en 
will use th at credit. 
He can use 
equally w’ell for most p urp oses if the 
loan is p laced to tho credit of his ac 
count by tho bank m aking the loan to 
him, or by some other bank or by a p ri 
v ate p erson. 
The existing tax of 1 p er cent p er an 
nnm on circulation is rep ealed. 
In its 
p lace taxation of cap ital, surp lus and 
undiv ided p rofits is p rov ided. 
The is- 
huo of circulating notes is only out 
form in which a bank exp resses its de­ 
mand liability. 
Tho other form, de­ 
p osits, is, under the dev elop ment of 
modern banking op erations, of v astly 
g reater im p ortance and the one which 
in cities and hig hly org anized coinmer 
cial com m unities is most used. Ip Octo 
her, 
18 9 7, tho country banks issued 
more than 72 p er cent of all notes is 
sued. The reserv e banks, excep t those of 
the central reserv e cities, New York, 
Chicag o and St. Louis, issued more 
than 18 p ercent, New York more than 
8 p er cent, and Chicag o and St. Louis 
tog ether about one-half of 1 p er cent. 
Surp lus and undiv ided p rofits and cap 
ital show the p rofits and p rop erty of 
banks, and these are certainly more le 
g itim ate objects of taxation than the 
mere instrum ents w hich banks may lie 
called up on by their custom ers to issue 
to serv e chiefly the conv enience of those 
customers. T his tax makes as equitable 
an ap p ortionm ent of the exp enses of the 
system as can be dev ised. 
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I.— METALLIC CURRENCY AND DEMAND OBLI­ 
GATIONS.

tho exchang e of coins, and this div ision 
shall hav e the custody of the g uarantee 
and redemp tion funds of the national

as p rescribed by law, and to this di­ 
v ision shall be transferred all g old coin 
held ag ainst outstanding g old certifi­ 
cates, all silv er dollars held ag ainst out­

currency certL.cates and all silv er do! 
lars and silv er bullion held ag ainst out­ 
standing treasury nr tea of 1S9 0, and all

notes. All accounts relating to the Lu:;;

14. United States notes
